VARSITY BASKETBALL 

The Varsity Basketball team continues to roll along as they have compiled a record of 15-3 at the halfway point of 
the season. Currently, they stand at 6-1 in the region. New faces have come together with returning players to create 
an exciting brand of basketball that is energetic and fun to watch. The new faces who have made significant contribu¬ 
tions are the duo of frosh Stephanie Urell and Sarah Baker. Leading the way as well are sophs Nancy Sisk, Allie 
Bohannon, Abby Lipshie, and Crockett Hale. Juniors Austin Jones and Jennifer Price have been major contributors 
along with the two seniors, Becky Brown and Elizabeth Porter. 

Big wins for the squad have come against Goodpasture (twice), BGA, Mt. Juliet, and Buchholz, 
Florida. The wins over Mt. Juliet and Buchholz were at the Deep South Classic in Atlanta, December 26-29. These 
wins were very significant in that these two schools have tradition-rich programs. Buchholz won the Florida 5A state 
title last year. In the Bears’ lone loss in the tourney, they fought nationally ranked Collins Hill down to the wire be¬ 
fore falling by eight points. Collins Hill won the Georgia state title last year and is currently 18-1 on the season.

VARSITY SOCCER 

The 2001 Harpeth Hall Varsity Soccer Team completed the season with a 12-8-3 record, a Region Runner-Up finish, 
and a return to the State Tournament. The Honcybears played one of the toughest schedules in school history. In 23 
matches, 10 were against teams that made the State Tournament in their respective divisions, including three finalists 
and one state champion. One of the season’s highlights was a 2-1 home victory over powerhouse Hendersonville 
while playing without two of the team’s leading scorers. 

The team made tremendous progress over the course of the season. The Honeybears oulscored their opponents 56-29, 
while nearly equaling the school record for shutouts in a season. The squad peaked just as the Region Tournament 
began, avenging two previous losses to archrival Father Ryan with a 1-0 win on a goal by Senior Abigail Markham in 
the Region Semi-Finals. The Honeybears then faced rival BGA in the Region Championship, a team that had beaten 
Harpeth Hall by three goals in the regular season. Markham again notched the Bears’ only goal to give us the lead 
late in the match. BGA was able to equalize with only fifteen minutes to play sending the Championship to overtime. 
After four periods of scoreless overtime, BGA took the victory on penalty kicks sending Harpeth Hall to Memphis in 
the State Quarterfinals. Unfortunately, the Honeybears were unable to maintain their momentum in Memphis, falling 
to ECS 2-1. 

In a season of “almosts,” The Honeybears were Runner-Up in the Harpeth Hall/St. Cecilia Fall Classic. Raleigh- 
Anne Blank and Austin Jones were named to the All-Tournament Team. We were Runner-Up in the Nashville City 
Championships. Ellen Davis and Abby Markham were named to the All-Tournament Team. The Bears were also Re¬ 
gion Runner-Up. Abby Markham, Erin Williamson, and Anna Mayo were named to the All-Region Team. 

In addition to the TACA post-season honors listed in the Hat’s Off section, several Honeykickers have been recog¬ 
nized as Gatorade Will-to-Win Athletes: Elizabeth Ballard, Abigail Markham, Stephanie Tidwell, Erin Williamson, 
Anna Mayo, and Ellen Davis.
